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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: It is argued that there is no disclosure in Clough 
of using a chelating agent... precious metal recover. This is not persuasive because Applicant does not claim a "metal-free" chelating 
agent. It is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a "metal-free" chelating agent) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns. 988 F.2d 1181. 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

It is argued that all this disclosure is related to metal complexes. This is not persuasive because Applicant apears to admit that "chelating 
tigands" are disclosed (remarks, page 9, first paragraph). 

It is argued that it is further to be noted that Clough... platinum group metal. This is not persuasive because Applicant appears to admit 
that metal complexes are disclosed and one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are 
based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co.. 800 F.2d 1091, 
231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
